It was more than twenty years 
before the day was made sacred 
by act of Congress. Nebraska was 
the first state of the union to 
make the day a legal holiday. In 
1913, Congressman Thomas Hef- 
flin, of Alabama, at the request 
of Miss Anna Jarvis, of Philadel- 
phia, introduced a joint resolu- 
tion whereby the President 
should designate by proclama- 
tion that the second Sunday in 
May be Mothers’ Day, and the 
first proclamation was made by 
President Wilson in 1914. 

It is noteworthy that in the 
same denomination, the Univer- 
salist, in which Children’s Day 
originated in June, 1857, now 
generally observed in the church- 
es of Christendom, Mothers’ Day 
was first set apart, May, 1892.
